HIGHER QUALITY 
WILL HELP 


The Food Research Institute tells 
us jthat the demands for wheat by 
European countries in peacetime 
will be less than many suppose. 

Canada has the largest existing 
surplus of wheat, and each year a 
larger quantity for export than any 
other country. There are two things 
we might do; one is to reduce pro- 
duction to fit the European demand 
which will be low if existing ob- 
structions to international trade 
continue, or the other would be for 
Canada and other coutries to re 
move these existing obstructions to 
trade—tariffs and; forth—and so 
greatly increase tic demand for 
Canadian wheat, This, of course, 
is by far the better method 

lo any event, however, there will 
be keen competition to sell wheat, 
and as in the past, quality will 
count. Our prairie farmers, there- 
fore, should make every effort to 
produce crops that are trug-to- 
variety and so of high quality. The 
“Crop Testing Plan” once again 
this year finds that many farmers 
are growiog wheat crops that are 
of mixed varieties, and so of poor 
quality. In every district there are 
some farmers who have true-to- 
variety crops which have been clas- 
sified as ‘‘A" by ‘Crop Testing 
Plan” tests, Those farmers, there 
fore, who are doubtful about the 
quality of their crops should secure

Ration Book 5, similar in size to 
previous books, will contain 25 cou 
pons on each of its Ft pages, a» 
aguinst 16 previously, There are 
no tea coffee or meat coupons, but 
seven sheets of spare coupons and 
w surrender card should take care 
of any emergency 


Distribution of the new pink cov. 
ered ration book is again undertaken 
by volunteer workers, Every ap- 
plicant must complete the stub of 
“K" eoupon sheet in Ration Book 
4, filling in name, address and ration 
book prefix letters and serial num- 
ber. The ‘'*K" coupon sheet must 
not be detached, but the whole book 
taken to the distributing centre 
where it will be returned upon issue 
of the new book,
